“They are so small in my opin- 
ion that if we considered 70 per cent 
of the people in the world normal 
we would have to consider Harsh in 
the range of all normal persons, be- 
cause his physical deficiencies are only 
a very small percentage of those which 
are considered normal by all standards 
of medicine and science.”

Without Illusions. 


In the opinion of. Dr. W. A. Ar- 
nold, a state witness, Harsh is sane, 
it being Dr Arnold's impression that 
Harsh understands the-difference be- 
tween right and wrong and has no 
illusions which would compel him to 
ido wrong, the physician testified. Dr. 
|Arnold was questioned at length re- 
‘garding the disease the defense 
claims Harsh inherited. and reported 
that he knew of no better way of 
determining the presence of such a 
disease than through the tests ap- 
plied to Harsh. ‘The laboratory re- 
| ports showed no indication of such a 
disease in Harsh, and that there was 
no evidence of the disease in Harsh’'s 
statement of his history, Dr. Ar- 
| nold said. These tests are generally 
taken as evidence of the absence of 
the disease when a negative result is 
obtained, though the tests are not al- 
ways 100 per cent accurate. he said. 

Dr, J. L. Campbell recited the his- 
tory of Harsh, as he had it from the 
youth, and told of the tests Harsh 
underwent at the direction of the 
State diagnosticians. The arms and 
hands of Harsh are perfect for his 
height, though a slight infection of 
the left breast was detected, Dr. 
Campbell said. The physician said 
that Harsh became slightly ill dur- 
ing one of the examinations because 
he stood on his feet for a long time 
without breakfast. 

Harsh answered questions about '

Seven nations have now virtually 
completed their acceptance of the 
treaty. They are Afghanistan, Aus- 
tria, Dominican Republic, Ethiopia, 
Soviet Russia, Siam and the United 
States. Siam’s adherence was de- 
posited vesterday by the Siamese min- 
ister. Seven other countries have rati- 
fied the treaty, documents of ratifica- 
tion being en route here from Albania, 
Cuba, Liberia, Panama, Haiti, Para- 
guay and Portugal.

PAN $500 BY AMEE 


Members of Lower Hewes 
Vote as Unit To File 
Ouster Charges. 


Los Angeles, January 17.—(®)— 
Ousted from membership in the Amer- 
ican Bar association as the result of 


accepting a | $2,500 legal fee from 
Aimee Semple McPherson, evangelist, 
while he held a position on the bench, 
Superior Judge Carlos S. Hardy to- 
day was the object of an impeach- 
ment movemenf. 

Members of the Los Angeles county 
delegation of the lower house of the 
California legislature in caucus at 
Sacramento voted as a unit to file im- 
peachment charges against the jurist 
and seek his removal from office. 

The legislators acted after Assem- 
blyvman Emory Arnold, of Los An- 
veles, had introduced a resolution in 
the house calling for an investigation 
of Judge Hardy’s acceptance of money 
from Mrs. McPherson. 

After considering Judge MHardy’s 
ease at Miami Beach, Fla., yesterday, 
the executive committee of the Ameri- 
can Bar association, expelled him from 
membership on the grounds of unethi- 
cal conduct. 

Commenting on the impeachment 
move, the jurist declared his belie 
that his opponents in a controversy 
with the California Bar association 
feared defeat in a case which has 
reached the state supreme court and 
“hope to rush this other attack through 
before the supreme court makes its 
findings known.” 

A decision of the J.os 
nerior court upholding Judge Hardy in 
his refusal to appear and testify 


fore a committee of the State Bar as- | 


sociation concerning his dealings with 
Mrs. McPherson has been appealed to 
the supreme court and remains to be 
acted upon. 

Judge Hardy asserted that there 
was nothing wrong in accepting the 
McPherson fee. He contends the money 
was for advice given before the evan- 
gelist was prosecuted for conspiracy 
in connection with her story of hav- 
ing been kidnaped several years ago. 

The judge said he did not fear pos- 
sible impeachment proceedings and 
expressed confidence that he would be 
able to demonstrate his innocence of 
any wrong-doing.

Last summer the Reds had a one- 
base complex, the proof of which is in 
the figures—they ranked at the bot- 
tom of the league in total bases. It 
was not only Hendricks’ pitchers who 
failed to hit; his regulars lhtkewise 
were guilfy. Pid Purdy, outfielder, 
had the highest regular mark and he 
just edgéd imto the .500 class by a 
scant nine points. 

In order to strengthen the club with 
sluggers who can run 180 and 270 
feet in safety on their hits, the Cin- 
cinnati management has secured sev- 
eral long distance swatters from the 
minors and was favored with drawing 
hitting talent in the draft. 

In Earl Crabtree, Oklahoma City: 
Evar Swanson, Mission, Cal., and 
Walter Shaner, Chattanooga, former- 
ly with the Red Sox,’ the Reds obtain- 
el a hard hitting minor league out- 
field.
